The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Arts  was  established  in  1991  with  a mandate  to  support  and 
contribute  to  the  development  of  the  arts  and  cultural  industries  in  Alberta. 

The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Arts  reports  to  the  Minister  of  Community  Development.  The 
Board  is  responsible  for  the  disbursement  of  grants,  prizes,  and  program  contracts;  and  acquiring, 
exhibiting  and  preserving  art.  Financial  support  is  provided  by  lottery  proceeds.  Administrative, 
consultative  and  technical  support  is  provided  by  the  Arts  Development  Branch. 

The  mission  of  the  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Arts  is  "the  development  of  culture  and  the  arts  as 
fundamental  to  Alberta's  quality  of  life". 

Core  businesses  of  the  Foundation  are  to: 

encourage  and  assist  artists  in  their  creative  and  professional  development; 

provide  public  access  to  the  arts; 

help  build  strong  arts  organizations;  and 

provide  arts  participation  opportunities  for  children  and  youth.

INFORMATION  ON  THE  GRANTS  PROCESS 


How  do  I determine  if  I am  (or  my  organization 
is)  eligible  to  apply? 

You  should  read  the  Eligibility  Criteria  section  of 
the  Foundation's  General  Policies  before 
submitting  your  application. 

You  should  also  read  the  Eligibility  Criteria  section 
of  the  Program  Guidelines  for  the  specific  program 
to  which  you  wish  to  apply. 


I am  an  artist.  What  kind  of  funding  support  is 
available  to  me? 

First  you  must  meet  the  Foundation's  eligibility 
criteria.  Depending  upon  the  discipline  in  which 
you  work,  you  may  seek  support  for  the  costs  of 
work  on  primary  creative  or  career  development 
projects.  Artists-in-training  in  the  visual  and 
performing  arts  (music,  dance  and  theatre)  may 
also  seek  support  for  the  costs  of  study  at  or  below 
the  undergraduate  level. 


We  are  an  organization/institution  active  in  the 
arts  and  culture.  What  kind  of  funding  support 
is  available  to  us? 

First  you  must  meet  the  Foundation's  eligibility 
criteria.  Depending  upon  the  discipline  or  cultural 
industry  in  which  you  work,  you  may  seek  support 
for  the  costs  of  undertaking  projects  or  offering 
programs  of  benefit  to  the  arts  community  and/or 
general  public  in  Alberta. 

How  much  money  is  available? 

The  Foundation's  budget  of  $16.1  million  is 
determined  by  the  Government  and  provided 
through  the  Alberta  Lottery  Fund. 


An  additional  $5  million  from  the  Fund  for  the 
Alberta  Film  Development  Program  is  administered 
by  the  Foundation. 

The  Foundation  receives  2,000  applications 
annually,  of  which  about  1 ,200  receive  funding. 

Program  budgets  and  deadlines  vary.  Please 
contact  the  Arts  Development  Branch  for  further 
information. 

How  do  I get  an  application  form? 

Read  this  booklet  and  determine  which  program 
best  suits  your  needs.  Send  in  the  form  provided 
at  the  end  of  this  publication  or  visit  the  AFA's 
website  (www.affta.ab.ca),  specifying  the  program 
for  which  you  wish  an  application.  Or  you  can  call 
the  Arts  Development  Branch  at  427-631 5. 

How  should  I prepare  my  application?  What  if  I 
have  questions? 

Check  the  program's  application  deadline  to  be 
sure  it  fits  your  project  timelines.  Then,  complete 
the  Application  Form  and  provide  all  the  required 
information  and  materials  listed  under  Application 
Requirements  in  the  Program  Guidelines.  All 
written  information  submitted  with  your  application 
must  be  accurate  and  legible.  It  should  also  be 
concise  and  specific. 

Use  the  application  checklist  to  ensure  your 
application  is  complete!  If  you  need  help,  call  the 
Arts  Development  Branch.  You  can  visit  the  AFA's 
website  for  further  information  on  who  to  contact. 

Please  note  that  faxed  or  late  applications  will 
not  be  considered. 


How  are  the  grants  assessed? 

Grants  are  awarded  through  a competitive  jury 
process  or  through  formula. 

Who  selects  the  jurors? 

Jurors  are  suggested  to  the  Foundation  through  a 
formal  public  nomination  process.  Any  Albertan 
can  nominate  jurors.  The  Foundation  encourages 
these  nominations  to  ensure  the  involvement  of  the 
arts  and  cultural  industries  communities  in  grant 
decisions.  Nomination  forms  may  be  requested 
from  the  Foundation  or  the  Arts  Development 
Branch. 

Juries  are  assembled  as  needed  by  Arts 
Development  Branch  staff.  Jurors  bring  wide  and 
varied  experience  to  their  decisions.  Each  jury  is 
composed  with  this  in  mind.  Discipline  experience, 
gender  and  geographical  representation  are 
considered  to  create  balance.  Juries  provide  the 
Foundation  with  independent  and  informed  opinion, 
and  accountability  within  the  cultural  community. 
The  AFA's  "Juror  Handbook"  provides  details  on 
the  jury  process. 

Jurors  names  and  communities  are  listed  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Foundation,  and  may  be 
released  in  the  Foundation's  Bulletin,  published 
four  times  a year.  No  reference  will  be  made  to 
which  program  they  juried. 

How  is  an  application  juried? 

Jury  recommendations  are  based  on:  merit  (e.g., 
artistic,  education,  exposure);  efficiency  and  impact 
of  the  project  or  program;  whether  the  budget  is 
reasonable;  and  the  ability  of  the  applicant  to  carry 
out  the  proposed  project  or  program. 


Foundation  Board  for  review  and  approval, 
following  which  grants  are  issued  to  successful 
applicants. 

Jurors  must  keep  application  contents  and  results 
of  their  deliberations  confidential.  They  are  also 
required  to  declare  any  conflict  of  interest,  and  to 
withdraw  from  adjudicating  the  application(s)  in 
question. 

How  long  until  I know  the  outcome  of  my 
application? 

Although  timing  may  vary,  you  should  know  the 
outcome  of  your  application  within  approximately 
ten  weeks  of  the  program  deadline. 

Can  I get  feedback  on  my  application  after  the 
grants  have  been  awarded? 

Yes.  In  juried  programs,  a brief  summary  of  the 
jury's  comments  is  available  to  applicants  who  were 
unsuccessful.  Comments  reflect  the  jury 
consensus.  They  are  provided  to  assist  applicants 
in  improving  their  future  chances  of  funding. 
Comments  are  released  over  the  telephone  or  in 
writing,  or  in  a private  interview  if  requested. 

If  I am  unsuccessful , can  I re-apply  with  the 
same  project  to  the  next  deadline? 

Yes.  If  you  do  re-apply,  a different  jury  will 
adjudicate  your  application.  However,  there  is  no 
guarantee  of  success.  If  you  were  unsuccessful 
with  your  initial  application,  you  may  wish  to  seek 
consultative  assistance  from  the  Arts  Development 
Branch.
